“Y 4o not suppose that the only way to 
meke success is to make money; that is only 
an tneident. You men are making’ the 
foundations of-character. You may never 
have great possessions, but you will have 
something of greater value than all the gold 
and all the shipe, and all the railroads. It 
does not fall to the let of many men to be- 
come possessed of so many things ap Mr, 
Carnegie—recognizing, as he does, the re- 
sponsibility of giving out—Dut those who 
have not the property may be far richer 
by having the character.

ROAD ANSWERS MACHINISTS; 
PARTIAL CONCESSIONS MADE. 


Reply of Ilinois Central Not Entirely 
Satisfactory to the Union, and An- 
other Conference Will Be Held. 


At a conference yesterday afternoon be- 
tween the committee of the union machin- 
ists on the Illinois Central road and Super- 
intendent of Motive Power Renshaw the lat- 
ter submitted a counter proposition in reply 
to that ‘of the union. It concedes, it is said, 
an advance in wages of from 2% to 5 cents 
an hour over the present scale, but insists on 


vance conceded in wages would bring the. 
minimum scale to about 29 cents an hour, 
while 80 cents is demanded. The union also 
demands a nine-hour work day, and is likely 
to insist on this feature, as it is one of the 
cardinal poimts which the machinists have 
decided to demand all over the country. 

It is said, also, the road does not meet the 
demands of the union with reference to over- 
time. The.demand was time anda half for 
general overtime, double time after six hours 
and double time on Sundays and_holidays. 
The proposition of the road was for time and 
a half only for all overtime, making no extra 
concession for Sundays and holidays. 

There is a difference, too, between the road 
and the union on the question of apprentices, 
the proposition of the former calling, it is 
said, for one apprentice for every three jour- 
neymen, besides an apprentice for the shop, 
while the demands of the union call for one 
apprentice for every five journeymen. 

The proposition submitted by the road was 
taken under advisement by the committee of 
the union, which will submit its reply at an- 
other conference today. There is a growing 
probability of trouble before the matter is 

usted.

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PROFESSOR SAYS CITY BEAUTI- 
_ FIES THAT REGION UNFAIRLY. 


Member of University Faculty, C. R. 
Henderson, Surprises Municipal Art 
League by Criticisms—Resolution 
Adopted Protesting Against Any 
Legislative Action to Allow Build- 
ing on Lake Front Between Jackson 
Boulevard and Eldredge Court. 


‘Too much money is spent In beautifying that 
part of the city near the University of Chicago 
and too little in the river wards, according to 
Professor Charles R. Henderson, of the Univer- 
sity. Professor Henderson was one of the 
speakers at the annual meeting of the Munici- 
pal Art league yesterday afternoon, and his 
‘remarks caused surprise. Though many of 
those present agreed with the views expressed, 
they did not expect a member of the uni versity 
faculty to speak of the matter so pointedly. 
“We shall have a beautiful city,” said Profes- 
sor Henderson, “only when we have artistic 
spirit through the whole city. As it is now, 
the funds available are not perly applied. 
More money should be spent fh the district that 
lies west of the university and not so much im- 
mediately about in. I would take part of the 
band that gives concerts in. Washington park 
and put it in the Sixteenth ward. The poor 
people are crowded away from the band stand 
by the carriages of the rich. Give the poor 
people music. 
“I prophesy that we shall not successfully 
raise the standard of wages until we have cre- 
an artistic spirit the entire 
city. 
“We have evidences of what the city loses by 
its present condition. When the University of 
Chicago was given the largest telescope in the 
world they had to put it upin Wisconsin. You 
can't see Heaven from Chicago, even with the 
biggest telescope in the world.”

BOILER AS DEATH TRAP 


STEAM RUSHES IN WHILE MAN IS 
WORKING INSIDE. 


James W. Sandy Seriously Injured at 
the Northwestern Railway Repair 
Shops—Enters to Make Repairs and 
Plug in Connecting Pipe Blows Out, 
Enveloping Him in Scalding Vapor 


cue—Taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, | 


«Caught in a locomotive boiler which he 
was repairing, James W. Sandy was being 
scalded to death last night when rescued by 
fellow-workmenh in the Northwestern rail- 
way shops at West Fortieth avenue. Several 
men were slightly injured in attempting to 
reach Sandy. The latter was taken to St. 
Luke's Hospital in a critical condition, | 

‘“‘T am freezing,’’ he cried, as he was hur- 
ried to the hospital. | 

Sandy, who is a bollermaker, crawled into 
the boiler of an engine at the shops to com- 
plete some repairs. The boiler had been 
connected with another in which there was 
steam so it could be tested as soon as Sandy 
finished his work. 

While he was at work the plug in the con- 
necting pipe blew out, and in an instant the 
man was enveloped in scalding steam. Fel- 
low-workmen heard the rush of escaping 
steam and ran to the engine. Sandy could 
not be seen or heard, but it was known he 
was at work inside, 

While several men ram to.shut off the 
steam others dashed into the cloud of scald- 
ing vapor and -tried to reach their com- 
panion.

Sandy’s injuries, the hospital physicians 
said, might prove fatal. His face was so 
badly scalded his eyes were closed, and his 
entire body had been burned. by the steam. 

The foreman at the repair shops could not 
explain the accident. 

“Sandy was in the boiler, just in front of 
the firebox,’’. he said, “‘ when .the plug blew 
out. His helper had just gone for a lamp, 
else there might have been two men injured.”

PASS DETROIT RIPPER BILLS. 


Measures Making Radical Changes in 
City Appointments Are Adopted 
by Michigan 


Lansing. Mich., April (Special. J—Three 
ripper bills revolutionizing municipal affairs 
in Detroit were rushed through both Houses in 
less than two hours today, only eleven votes 
being recorded against them in the House and 
two in the Senate. 

They provide for a one-man head.of the 
police, public works,*and parks. and pboule- 
vards departments and give the appoimtment 
of such superintendents to the Common Coun- 
cil, which has a Republican majority. All 
bills were given immediate effect. 

This legislates out of office Superintendent 
Fowle of the Public Works department, who 
was appointed by Mayor Maybury last week 
in accordance with the opinion of the Supreme 
Court, which declared unconstitutional that 
portion of a previous ripper bill which placed 
such appointment in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor.

USSIAN political intrigues are as- 
serted to be at the bottom of the 
fresh trouble that has broken ott 
between Norway and Sweden, where 
the crisis has onve more become acute, 

owing to the action of both the Cabinet and 
the parliamentary majorit,: in Norway in- 
sisting upon the erection of a series of costly 
and elaborate fortifications along the Swed- 
ish boundary line. Indeed, the Norwegian 
Cabinet threatens to resign, or else to adopt 
some more serious measures, unless King 
Oscar gives his consent to the project, 

This he cannot possibly do. For heis King 
of Sweden as well as King of Norway, and 
cannot, as sovereign of the former kingdom, 
give his consent to measures that are un- 
disguisedly hostile to his other kingdom. 
It ts true that the Norwegians have had some 
provocation in the past. For not only lead- 
ing Swedish statesmen, but likewise the 
Crown Prince himself, have threatened to 
march Swedish troops into Norway if the

SPEAKS OF PAST DEEDS. 


the Progress Made Under 
Republican Rule. 


EVERY PROBLEM IS SOLVED. 


Boston, Mass., April 30.—[{Special.)—The 
feature of the annual banquet of the Home 
Market club in this city was an address by 
Vice President Theodore Roosevelt. Unus- 
ual importanee was attached to the Vice 
President’s statements, as the addrese had 
been submitted to President McKinley for 
approval and therefere could be considered 
as a declaration of the administration's views 
and policies. 

The fact that this was the first speech on - 
national affairg delivered by Mr. Roosevelt 
since his taking the office of Vice President 
made it especially significant, and his hearers 
construed it as having the sanction of the 
Executive. 

Mr. Roosevelt reviewed the events of the 
laet four. years, drawing attention to the 
share the Republican party has had in the 
advancé made by the country and to the 
manner in which the national government 
has faced the grave problems which devel- 
oped and shouldered the duties imposed upen 
the republic. 

As to the future the Vice President pre- 
dicted that all knotty points coming up will 
be met in the same way and the Republican 
party will guide’ the nation into an era of 
prosperity. He dwelt upon the needs of 
reaching into the markets of the world and 
told. of the manner in which the United 
States had taken its place already as a 
world power. The eubjects of China, Cuba, 
and the Philippines were given attention and 
the course of che adeinistration explained. 

United States Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts also was a speaker atthe banquet. 


Roosevelt on Nation’s Duty. 

Vice President Roosevelt said: 

‘In reading the profoundly interesting and 
suggestive biography of the great seientist, 
Huxley, one cannot but be struck by Ris con- 
stant insistence upon the need, not merely 
of telling the truth, but of doing it. That is, 
of facing facts—recognizing actual conditiens 
—the better to grapple with them. 

“ With mdividual and nation alike success 
of the kind whichis alone worth having must 
come from obeying the laws that tell both } 
for our moral and our material well being. 
We cannot afford to fellow that sordid 
teaching which would bid us pay heed only 4 
to the body; nor, om the other hand, can we 
afford in any way to neglect the questions 
of material prosperity. ie 

*“ Some excellent persons seem to think the 
argument of material presperity is a base 
argument; whereas, course, such is not 
the case any more than it is base ina man to 
teach his son that it is a prime duty to be self- 
supporting. But to.argue only from the. 
standpoint of material prosperity would be 
base. A good man always hopes te. see his 
son do more than earn his own living. Even 
each of us should desire to see America be- 
come more and more a name of pride, not 
merely because it symbolizes vast meteriai 
prosperity, but also because it stands for 
lefty and generous aspirations, high effort, 
and unyielding resolutiom 

Progress, Made in Four Years. 

“During the last four years this nation 
has so conducted itself as not only to add 
immensely to our material prosperity, but 
also to add to the heritage of honor which 
we are to leave our children. A little over 
four years ago business disaster had caused 
such widespread: panic among our people 
that in addition to the real misery from 
which we were suffering we were threatened 
with the adoption of a governmental policy 
which would have dragged the nation 
through the ashes of humiliation, put an in- 
delible stain upon our good name, and in- | 
flicted a telling blow upon our reputation for 
shrewd common sense. At the same time 
the situation in the great Island of Cuba, ly- 
ing at our doors, was such.as absolutely to 
demand our interference. Under President 
McKinley we entered upon an era of con-

Both 
facts were accomplished, and were accom- 
plished so successfully that there is actually 
some little tendency to forget alike their 
difficulty and their importance. The dan- 
gers were so completely overcome that, fol- 
lowing the universal habit of mankind, we 
tend now to ignore the fact that they ever 
existed or that those who solved them have 
a lasting claim upon the gratitude of all 


of us... | 

“ Before treating of the new duties that | 
have come to us in the larger national life 
upon which we have entered, I wish to say 
a word upon the extraordinary domestic 
prosperity which has been brought about tn 
such large part by the policy for which the 
Home Market club has so preéminently 
stood. Exactly as a man cannot do much 


his own livelihood and sees to the well- 
being of his own household, so our domestic 
well-being must ever be of prime importance 
in the eyes of our public men. 

“ You, of this club, have been unswerving 
in your devotion to sound economic thought. 
You have, with heartiest enthusiasm, up- 
held the fimally successful effort to put the 
gold standard upon as safe a basis as it is 
possible by legisiaion to put it. You have 
steadily advocated a tariff policy which in 
its actual working has vindicated itself by 
a success which is literally astounding. It 
has benefited not merely the manufacturer 
and the wage worker but the whole popula- 
tion. As for the gold standard, even its 
opponents are now but half-hearted in their 


New Problems in Distant Lands. 

‘For good or for evil, we now find our- 
selves with new duties in the West Indies 
and new duties beyond the Pacific. Wecan- 
not eacape the performance of these duties. 
All we can decide for ourselvee is whether 
we shall do them well or ill. Moreover the 
duties affect us each andall. I speak to you 
tonight not merely as men of New England 
but as Americans and eager for the great- 
nese of every portion of our common country. 
Whether we dwell in the interior or on the

“ Finally, we come to the Philippines, 
where the difficulties were greatest of all 
Perhaps few better teste of our worth as a 
nation have ever been offered than this Phil- 
ippine problem.

The first thing to be 
done was to restore order by putting a stop 
to the insurrection. Thies has at last been 
practically accomplished.
